SuD ; Export of Mutton (sheep meat)—^Policy regarding. 

[F, No. 1/1/80—E. 1).—Attention is invited to the Exports 
(Control) Amendment Order No. E (C)0,1977/AM (183) dated 
the 25th October, 1980 lifting the ban on export of mutton. 

2. It h^s been decided to lift the bin on export of mutton 
(sheep meat) with immediate effect and its export will now be 
allowed within a limited ceiling released on monthly basis, subject 
to minimum Export Price of Rs. 16 per Kg. f.o.b. The entire 
ceiling will be placed at the disposal of Fresh Meat and Livestock 
Exportcis* Association for regulating the quota. The allocation 
of quota will be by w.^y of endorsement on shipping bills/air-way 
bills. The endorsement will be valid for a maximum period 
of 72 hours in view of thr perishable nature of the commodity. 
The export of mutton shall be regulated according to the availa¬ 
bility of this commodity within the domestic mindis subject to 
the conditions indicated in the following paragraph.

b) In case the condition at (o’) 
above is met, exporters will 
enter the market for pur- 
ch'^sc of sheep for slaugh¬ 
ter at a time after the indi- 
genoas requirements h:vc 
been purchased, in cese 
of Delhi, this would mean 
the exporters will enter 
the mandi only after 11.30 
A.M. Similarly, they will 
use the slaughter house 
only after domestic slau¬ 
ghtering ha s been done. 

c) Allocation to indMdual 
exporters should be made 
on flrst-ct mc, first-served 
b?.sis. However, provi¬ 
sions of para 14 of Export 
Policy 1980-81 will not 
apply in this case. 

d) In view of the highly peri¬ 
shable nature of the corn- 
modity and also since 
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monthly ceilings will have 
to b.; met, the validity of 
quota allocation to indi¬ 
vidual exporters will be 
72 hours only. 

c) In case the m-’nihly quota 
remains unutilised in cither 
Delhi or Bombay, the 
Association will be empo¬ 
wered to transfer it from 
one centre to another en¬ 
suring Ih'.it the told ex¬ 
ports from one centre do 
not increase to the extent 
that prices arc upset. 

f) The Association will in¬ 
form the Ministry of Com¬ 
merce by the 71 h of the 
succeeding month the ex¬ 
ports from the two centres 
during the preceding month. 

\) The expert will be allowed 
by the Customs Authori¬ 
ties directly on (he basis of 
queta allocation made by 
Fresh Meat and Live Stock 
Exporters* Association.
